He declared that 
Thaw pelieved he was acting on the word 
of Providence when he killed Stanford 
White; that he acted without malice and 
did not know the nature or quality of 
his act. 

Gleason asserted that Evelyn Nesbit 
Thaw, when first asked by Harry Thaw

“You disabuse your mind, gentlemen 
of the jury,” he began, ‘of any idea or 
inypression that the defense in the case 
will rely on anything but the constitution 
and the laws of the imperial state of 
New York. On these laws we alone will 
rely.. You must dismiss all idea that we 
are to import into this case any so-called 
higher or unwritten law. We will rely 
n all the defenses that the law allows.

Gleason Dwélls on Insanity. 

The purpose of the defense at last was 
disclosed, and Mr. Gleason began to dwell 
upon the subject. He declared that it 
would be shown that Thaw believed he 
was acting on a view of Providence when 
he killed White.

Mr. Gleason declareq further that it 
would be shown that Thaw acted in eelf- 
defense, amd believing threats had been 
made against by Stanford White. 
Mr. Gleason Thaw did not know 
the nature or qualification of his act at 
the time he committed it. 

“It lies with you and you alone,” con- 
tinued the attorney, addressing the jury, 
“to decide whether or not Thaw was sane 
when he killeq Stanford White. You 
must apply to yourselves the test of your 
ability to decide truly and wisely. It is 
for you to reach out with that human 
spirit which says to any man, no matter 
how defraded: ‘Look up and be of good 
cheer. I, too, am’ a man and would have 
done the same thing had I been placed in 
your position,’ 

“When you have heard all the testi- 
mony in this case and come to judge this 
defendant, I am sure you will be of the 
opinion that the gefendant’s attitude was 
one cf insanity and not one of crime. 

“Thaw believed that Stanford White 
had wronged him.

Thaw sat with hds left cheek resting 
on his harf@ during Mr. “Gleason's ad- 
‘dress. The greater part of the time his 
}eyes were downcast. It was only oc-

|}at the lawyer, who was pleading his case. 
|}Not once did he look toward the jury 
box. 

‘When that man shot Stanford White,” 
declared Mr. Gleason, pointing to the de- 
fendant, who quickly looked down, “ne 
was insane. The question that will arise 
is: ‘Are you satisfied beyond a reason- 
able doubt that this man was sane” 

“If not, you should give him the benefit 
of that doubt and I may say that any 
doubt as to sanity is a reasonable doubt.’ 

Mr. Gleason was about to ask the ju- 
rors to consider a passage in a story by 
Robert Louis Stevenson when Mr. Je- 
rome interrupted and interposed an obD- 
jection. He asked that counsel be guided 
by facts and the evidence to be intro- 
duced. Justice Fitzgerald said he would 
not voluntarily have curtailed Mr. Glea- 
gon’s remarks, but now that the matter 
had been called to his attention ne felt 
he must ask counsel to confine himself 
to the evidence to be adduced, leaving 
the argument and inference to be drawn 
from the testimony to be summed up at 
the end of the trial. 

Insanity in Thaw’s Family. 

Mr. Gleason then attempted to give 
something of the defendant's history, say- 
ing he is 36 years old and that Harriet 
K. Thaw, the daughter of an aunt, is 
confineg in an asylum for the insane. 

Mr. Jerome again interrupted, 
ing to bringing in collateral evidence. 

Mr. Gleason explained that he would 
show there was insanity on both sides 
of the defendant’s family, and on this 
assertion, he wag allowed to proceed. 

‘Harry Thaw,’ continued Mr. Gleason, 
after the interruption, ‘‘met Evelyn Nesbit 
in 190! and fell honorably in love wifh 
her. He went to her mother in March, 
1902, and told her he wanted to marry 
her daughter. 

‘The girl soon thereafter, it so happen- 
ed, was in tire hospital to undergo a 6e- 
rious operation. It was understood that 
when she had recovered from the opera- 
tion, Miss Nesbit was to go to Paris 
and Thaw was to go along, as the avowéd 
suitor of the young woman.

There is, however, a contingency which immediately confronts us—one 
which presents an urgent necessity for lightening the money market. It is 
this: The great railroads of the country now find it necessary to make im- 
provements upon their systems involving the expenditure of hundreds of 
millions of dollars. The railroad traffic of the country has increased 100 
per cent within the last ten years; equipment and improvement has been 
only 20 per cent. Thus there is a difference of 80 per cent between traffic 
and the ability to handle it properly. 

It is neither here nor there that the railroads have paid out their earn- 
ings as dividends and interest on watered securities. The fact remains they 
are confronted by a condition which must be met, and they have got to have 
the money to meet that condition. 

Under the ‘condition which confronts them they find it now practically 
impossible to float bonds, even at 41-2 and 6 per cent. The money is 
simply not available at that price. The New York Central railroad found it 
necessary the other day to contract a loan of $50,000,000. The best it could 
do was three-year notes at a rate of interest bordering on 6 per cent. The 
Southern railway, finding itself unable to put out $200,000,000 of bonds, re- 
cently authorized, at satisfactory rates, was compelled to negotiate a loan 
of $63,000,000 on similar terms, with short notes. 

Other railroads are doing the same thing. 

This situation means the money has got to be pulled in from the ordinary 
commercial sources: it has got to be taken out of the regular business chan- 
nels. The result is certainly not going to be a beneficial one to the interests 
thus affected. It can only add‘ to the str@Agency of the money market, force 
up the rate of interest and make the situation for other interests, in fact, for 
all interests, sill more serious than it is today. 

Congress has before it the means of relieving this situation—a method 
which has been worked out and recommended by a committee selected from 
among the foremost bankers in the United States. This plan, which contem- 
plates the issuance of additional national bank notes, highly taxed and fully 
protected, is one which will fully safeguard the public and every interest con- 
cerned, and at the same time relieve the stringency in the money market. 

The effect of the passage of this measure would be to put down the rate 
of interest, because the effect of a rise in the rate would be the immediate 
appearance of a supply of this taxed currency, which would at once put down 
the rate. 

It seems, however, that some of the politicians have decided that the 
money situation must not be relieved. It will be too late when they find that 
the interests they have sought to serve have been seriously impaired by 
their adverse action, for it is the interest of all classes, particularly of the 
producer, that will be served by this much-needed relief. 

Congress will make a serious mistake ff it adjourns without taking action 
on this matter. In fact, it will be little short of criminal for the law-making 
body to refuse some sort of action that will give the necessary relief. 
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FREE SEED GRAFT CONDEMNED. 


In a strong interview published in today’s Constitution, President C. S. 
Barrett, of the National Farmers’ Union, seconded by President R. F. Duck- 
worth, of the Georgia Farmers’ Union, roundly condemns the practice of the 
free distribution of garden seed by members of congress for the purpose of 
making themselves solid with their constituents. 

There is not a farmer in the country, President Barrett declares, who 
does not see clear through the free seed graft and recognize in it purely a 
vote-getting scheme. 

National President Barrett, representing more than a million loyal farm- 
ers throughout the south and west, deprecates the fact that the lower house 
of congress did not see fit to kill this free seed graft while it had an oppor- 
tunity to do so properly and gracefully, upon the report of the house com- 
mittee on agriculture, which strongly recommended its discontinuance. 

But since the house did not do so, it remains for the senate to do what 
the people want done, and put an end to it. 

The Constitution has shown that no good has ever been accomplished 
by this free seed distribution. No knowledge has ever been added to the 
science of agriculture, nor have any practical results ever been attained other 
than the securing of occasional friendships to members of congress which 
help them when election time comes around. 

Congress now has before it an opportunity not only to save mioney to 
the public treasury, but to adopt a plan by which something of value may 
be gained for the people. It is proposed to distribute, not through members 
of congress, but through the United States department of agriculture, certain 
new, rare and valuable varieties of seed, with which useful experiments may 
be made in various sections of the country. This will involve far less ex- 
pense than the present free seea distribution, which is graft pure and simple, 
;and not only that, but it gives promise of definite and valuable results.

Corporations Hard to Get At. 

Secretary of State Philip Cook has tried 
every possible method of securing infor- 
mation regarding the existence of cor- 
porations within the state which have 
not registered witn him under the law 
enacted last year, but nothing that he 
has done has succeeded in materially in- 
creasing the list of those registered. The 
number of registered corporations under 
that. law has not yet reached 3,600. Yet 
it was thought there were at least 16.- 
000 corporations in the state. 

Secretary Cook has discovered a num- 
ber whicn have failed to register, and 
when their attention was called to the 
matter, they promptly came forward with 
some excuse, offering to register and 
tendering the fee, so that he coulda not 
well enforce the fine. 

But In addition to the foregoing, he 
has written to every clerk of the superior 
court In the state, asking for a list of 
the corporations chartered in eaca coun- 
ty. About half a dozen clerks have re- 
sponded to these letters, two or three 
of them promising to furnish the lists 
later, and the others stating that they 
would furnish them upon the payment! 
of the usual fees. This is the resul! of | 
his correspondence with the court clerks, | 
although the letters were written fully a| 
month ago. 

The only way in which a compliance | 
with the law can be enforced, therefore, | 
Seems to be a legislative requirement pup 
upon ‘the clerks of superior courts to fur-| 
nish the secretary of state witn what- 
ever information he may require for the 
State's use. Whether the legislature will | 
remedy the law to the extent necessary 
to make it effective at the coming ses- 
sion, remains to be seen. 


Baggage Case Argued. 

Atlanta’s baggage monopoly held the 
boards before the supreme court yester- 
day, the case of John L. Hart, attorney 
general, against the Atlanta Terminal 
Company, the Atlanta Baggage and Cab 
Company, and others, being taken up for 
argument. 

The lower court decided this case in 
favor of the Atlanta Terminal Company 
and the other defendants to the _ suit, 
holding that there was no combination 
which involved a violation of the anti- 
trust laws. An appeal was taken to the 
Supreme court, practically {in the name of 
the state, the plaintiffs being represented 
by Attorney General Hart, who appears 
in that capacity.
